José emprendió durante el año 2006 múltiples ac- 
ciones de documentación, protección y de apoyo 
para los integrantes de la comunidad mexicana 
que habita en los condados de Santa Clara, Santa 
Cruz, San Benito y Monterrey, área que cubre 
esta circunscripción consular, 

Durante 2006 el Consulado General de 
México en San José realizó un total 42,020 
actos de documentación consular a mexicanos y 
extranjeros, expidiendo más documentos que el 
año anterior: 28,775 matrículas consulares (+13% 
con respecto a 2005), 8,801 pasaportes (+33%), 
y un total de 1,647 actos notariales, certificados 
a petición de parte y cotejos (+13%).

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America’s Languages: Tower of Babel or Asset?

Forty-seven million resi- 
dents of the U.S. speak a lan- 
guage other than English at 
home, according to figures of 
the U.S. Census. That’s one in 
five Americans. 

The presence of these lan- 
guages is a serious problem 
for Americans who believe in 
the concept one language, one 
country. However, when you 
look more closely you realize 
that this linguistic diversity is a 
serious advantage for the U.S. 

Of the 47 million who speak 
another language 26 million also 
speak English well and only 21 
million speak English less than 
“very well.” 

In essence there is a great 
deal of bilingualism in the U.S. 


What languages are spoken 
in the U.S.? 

It’s no surprise that Spanish 
leads the way with more than 
28 million. Another 10 mil- 
lion speak Indo-European lan- 
guages, 7 million speak Asian 
languages, and 1.8 million speak 
other languages. 

The presence of these lan- 
guages creates images of a coun- 
try becoming unmanageable, a 
tower of Babel. 

The most serious concern is 
caused by the preponderance of 
Spanish which some people see 
as challenging the supremacy of 
English. 

The fact is that Spanish 
speakers learn English at a fast 
rate, according to research. After 
a generation or two the Spanish 
brought in by immigrants disap- 
pears and the grandkids have to 
study Spanish in school if they 
want to communicate with their 
grandparents. 

Yet, the fact that Hispanics 
assimilate does not seem to want 
to penetrate the mind of many 
Americans. The presence of 
the Spanish language in banks, 
ATMs, hospitals, and even some 
government services creates the 
image that one does not have 


to learn English. One can do 
everything in Spanish. 

Although it’s true some 
services are available in Spanish 
not speaking English means a 
very limited horizons and few 
opportunities. 

English is the key to edu- 
cational opportunities and ad- 
vancement. Hispanics and other 
immigrants know that very well 
and that’s why they flock to 
English as a second language 
classes. Immigrants know that 
leaving menial labor behind re- 
quires knowledge of English. 

Yet, there are some Spanish 
speakers who find it difficult to 
learn English. People having 
little education take a long time 
to acquire the new language. In 
some cases even, after having 
been in the country for many 
years, it’s possible to know very 
little English. 

Although many immigrants 
speak other languages, it's Spa- 
nish speakers who seem to cause 
concerns because of their con- 
centrations and in some neigh- 
borhoods of Florida, California, 
New York, and Texas you may 
even hear lots of Spanish and 
little or no English. 

Yet, other languages from 


Europe and Asia are also pre- 
sent although they cause fewer 
concerns. Unlike Spanish which 
is very visible, some of the 
European and Asian languages 
are somewhat hidden. In addi- 
tion, there is a feeling that while 
Spanish speakers don't “want” 
to assimilate, speakers of other 
languages do. 

This is in part a myth which 
is perpetrated with third gene- 
ration immigrants who often 
remark that their grandparents 
learned English and did not try 
to maintain their languages. 

There is a certain amount of 
pride in saying that one speaks 
English without a trace of an 
accent and has become fully 
Americanized. 

However, these days some 
third generation Americans are 
beginning to realize that having 
lost the language of their grand- 
parents was a serious mistake. 
Now they try to correct it and 
study some of these languages 
in school as they try to recapture 
their roots. ; 

Some people are beginning 
to realize that accusing Spanish 
speakers of maintaining their 
language may not be a bad 
thing after all. It’s not. Knowing

Caracas (EFE) — El Presidente de Vene- 
zuela, Hugo Chávez, dijo que “construir la vía 
venezolana al socialismo, ese es el único camino 
a la redención, a la salvación de la patria”, en 
un discurso tras su juramento para un tercer 
mandato consecutivo. 

En una intervención repleta de referencias 
al Libertador Simón Bolívar y de lectura de 
escritos del prócer, Chávez agregó que “es im- 
posible la igualdad sin el socialismo” y afirmó 
que “nada ni nadie nos hará detener el carro de 
la revolución socialista en Venezuela, cueste lo 
que cueste”. 

“Queremos democracia, los invitamos a 
la democracia”, manifestó también, al hacer 
un llamamiento a lo que consideró “minorías 
oligárquicas” y pedirles que respeten “la de- 
cisión de la mayoría”. 

“Respetándonos, reconociendo nuestras 
diferencias, asumamos la decisión de la ma- 
yoría, regla de oro si queremos y creemos en 
una democracia”, añadió. 

Hugo Chávez, de 52 años, juró para un 
tercer mandato consecutivo en una ceremonia 
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solemne en la Asamblea Nacional venezolana 
a la que asistieron los ministros de su nuevo 
Gobierno, los representantes de las institu- 
ciones nacionales y los miembros del Cuerpo 
Diplomático acreditado en Caracas. 

“Juro por esta maravillosa Constitución (...) 
¡patria socialismo o muerte, lo juro!”, exclamó 
el gobernante, ante la Presidenta de la Asam- 
blea, Cilia Flores, la primera mujer que ostenta 
ese cargo en Venezuela y la primera que toma 
juramento a un jefe del Estado. 

Chávez, que fue reelegido el pasado 3 de 
diciembre con una amplia mayoría, afirmó 
también en su discurso que “la revolución 
bolivariana no depende de un hombre, es el 
pueblo”. 

El presidente venezolano inició la jornada 
de investidura, que por decisión gubernamental 
no cuenta con la presencia de otros jefes de 
Estado, con la colocación de una ofrenda floral 
ante la tumba de Simón Bolívar, en el Panteón 
Nacional, antes de trasladarse a la sede de la

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European organization calls on 
U.S. to close Guantanamo prison

Paris (EFE) — The secre- 
tary general of the Council of 
Europe, Terry Davis, demanded 
Tuesday that U.S. authorities 
“immediately” close the deten- 
tion camp at the Guantanamo 
naval base in Cuba, saying it 
represents “a flagrant violation 
of human rights.” In a commu- 
nique, the COE leader added 
his voice to those calling for the 
closure of the prison five years 
after its establishment on the 
base Washington maintains in 
far eastern Cuba. 

The Council of Europe is an 
international organization of 46 
member states in the European 
region. 

One of the main successes 
of the Council was the European 
Convention on Human Rights in 
1950, which serves as the basis 
for the European Court of Hu- 
man Rights. 

Davis said that the prison 
camp at Guantanamo - where 
some 400 suspected terrorists 
captured in Afghanistan, Iraq 


and elsewhere are being held 
- is “an embarrassment to the 
United States of America and 
a liability in the world’s fight 
against terrorism,” since anyone 
suspected of those activities 
“should be properly tried in a 
court of law, if not, they should 
be released.” 

To defeat terrorism, he said, 
it is necessary to “remain faith- 
ful to our ideas and values,” and 
“people around the world must 
know that we are right, and that 


terrorists are wrong, that we are 
just, and that the terrorists are 
criminals.” 

“We cannot win the war 
against terror with secret pri- 
sons, with torture, with inhuman 
and degrading treatment, with 
people being kept in a legal 
limbo and deprived of safe- 
guards which are the foundation 
of our systems of justice and our 
democracies. These methods are 
exactly what terrorists want,” 
Davis said.<>

México (EFE) — Antes 
de pensar en cómo brincarán 
el muro que Estados Unidos 
planea construir en su frontera 
con México, los indocumenta- 
dos se enfrentan ya en la zona 
de Nuevo Laredo a una valla 
virtual que los atrapa en una 
telaraña de cámaras de visión 
nocturna, sensores y sobrevuelo 
de helicópteros. 

La ciudad mexicana de 
Nuevo Laredo es uno de los 
puntos por donde decenas de 
miles de indocumentados bus- 
can pasar a Estados Unidos 
y donde Washington plantea 
construir parte del muro para 
contener el flujo de inmigrantes 
ilegales. 

El muro virtual, que ha 
venido construyéndose en los 
últimos años, tiene una red de 
cámaras de visión nocturna y 
sensores de movimiento que son 
operados en centros de control 
por especialistas militares y 
oficiales del Departamento de 
aduanas y protección fronteriza 
de Estados Unidos. 

Además, la ribera del fron- 
terizo Río Bravo y las rutas 
utilizadas por indocumentados 
para internarse a Estados Unidos 
son recorridas por oficiales de la 
patrulla fronteriza en vehículos 
y a caballo. 

Desde el aire, la zona es 
sobrevolada por helicópteros y, 
a pie, por soldados de la Guardia 
Nacional. 

Aún con esto, los mexi- 
canos y centroamericanos se 
arriesgan a cruzar la línea que 
los separa de la pobreza del país 
más poderoso del planeta. 

El muro virtual no sólo 
está evitando que ingrese la 
misma cantidad de inmigrantes 
indocumentados, sino que está 
“inmovilizando” a otros muchos 
que ya se encuentran dentro de 
Estados Unidos. 

Es el caso de los dos hijos 
de Anselmo Soto, un inmigran- 
te originario de Chiapas, que 
cumple en estos días su segunda 
visita a México en años con- 
secutivos tras casi dos décadas 
de vivir en Estados Unidos.
